We have reviewed the proposed changes to the Mississippi regulations, “Regulations for
Control of Radiation in Mississippi”, received by our office on March 3, 2005. These regulations
were reviewed by comparison to the equivalent NRC rules in 10 CFR Parts 20, 32, and 35, and
the requirements of the 2 amendments identified in the enclosed State Regulation Status (SRS)
Data Sheet. We discussed our review of the regulations with you on March 3, 2005.
